From the 2,717 volumes in the Library and the 2,000 
volumes from the Bookmobile, there were 4,023 books and 
magazines loaned by the library during 1961.

6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, 
or Officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. 


7. ‘To choose Agents, Auditors, Committees in relation 
to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see if the district will vote to authorize the School 
Board to make application for and to accept on be- 
half of the district, any or all grants or other funds for 
educational purposes which may now or hereafter be 
forthcoming from the United States Government or 
from the State of New Hampshire for the school 
year 1962-63. 


9. To see what sum of money the district will raise and 
appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries 
of school district officials and agents, and for the pay- 
ment of statutory obligations of the district, and to 
authorize the application against said appropriation

The question has been raised relative to the possibility 
of offering reduced prices for the noon lunch meal for 
families with several children.

Only 
through the continued efferts and personal contributions 
of self has the program been able to survive, and to curtail 
its income further would eventually require its discon- 
tinuance.
